A drive to re-register voters is 
being launched throughout Geor- 
gia by all political factions and 
civic groups now that the State 
Supreme Court has upheld consti- 
tutionality of Gov. Talmadge’s 
Voter Re-registration Act. 


Proponents and opponents of the 
new law—which Talmadge said 
was designed to eliminate “bloc 
voting’—ealled on citizens to go 
to their courthouses and register 
for next year’s election. . | 

While new tests may be made 
on the law in the United States 
Supreme Court, some Negro lead- 
ers urged their people to go ahead 
and attempt to re-register now. 
The State Supreme Court said 
there is nothing in the act to dis- 
criminate against a voter applicant 
because of race, color, or previous 
condition of servitude. It added 
that no charge was brought before 
the court that there had been any 
actual cases of discrimination un- 
der the new law. Some attorneys 
believe new tests will be made 
when, and if, there is any discrimi- 
nation by the registrars, while| 
others think the case as it present- 
ly stands may be appealed to the 
United States Sureme Court. | 

Elbert Tuttle, one of the Atlanta 
attorneys who .intervened as a 
“friend of the court” in the test 
case, urged Fulton countians to re. | 
register. Although he thinks the 
Registration Act may be subject to 
further court attack, Tuttle ad-, 
vised citizens not to rely entirely 
on this but to re-register. 

“The entire future of our right 
to vote effectively in Fulton Coun- 
ty lies in our re-registering before 
the 1950 election,” Tuttle pointed 
out, “because in November, 1950, 
Georgians wil] vote on a Consti-) 
tutional Amendment to extend the 
county unit system into the gen- 
era! election.” 

The weight of a Fulton voter 
is very small in comparison with 
that of the rural voter in the Dem- 
ocratic primary now because of 
the county unit system, Tuttle said. 
If this system controls the general 
election, Fulton will have no ef- 
fective vote at all. 

To make voter registration avail- 
able at every hamlet in the State 
and aid rural registration, Tal- 
madge forces are planning a law 
to appoint hundreds of Justices of 
the Peace as Deputy Registrars 
under the new Re-registration Act. 
This would step-up the sadly-lag- 
ging re-registration of voters. The 
present law requires applicants to 
go to the county tax office, or 
— office of the county tax 
olrice. °

“Georgia has great possibilities 
for private flying development,” 
the aviator believes.

A Word 
From Habakkuk! 


It is very likely that before the year is done 

all of us“will be able to hear sermons on the 

—_ Old Testament and that the wild-eyed, feverish 

preaching men whose words pour forth like floods into the air 
waves will be even more heated than now, if such be possible. 

Later this Fall there will be published by the American School 

of Oriental Research of Yale University photographs and tran- 

scriptions of ancient Biblical manuscripts found in a cave between 

Jericho and the Red Sea. : 
They are the most important find of our time. Theologians, 
historians and archaeologists are awaiting them with interest really 


profound. 
Hidden The scrolls, written in Hebrew and Phoenician, are on 
both parchment and papyrus. They had been placed 
in heavy pottery containers after being carefully wrapped in many 
folds of linen. The jars were then sealed with clay and put away. 
Biblical and Hebrew ‘scholars generally are convinced these 
texts date from the first century B. C. and are thus about 1,100 
years older than any other known Hebrew texts. 
Regarded as the most important is a complete text of the Book 
of Isaiah, said to be almost identical with the texts written a thou- 
sand years later. Other scrolls deal partially with the Books of 


Deuteronomy, Leviticus and Daniel. 
What is even more absorbing and what may force 
Habakkuk a modern revision of the Bible and touch off great 
waves of controversy, is the fact that great importance is attached 
to subjects which the “editors” who assembled the Bible regarded 
as of too little importance to be included. 
Already there is a growing opinion which believes it was a 


‘grave error to have rejected the writings of prophets, classified 


as obscure, from the accepted versions of the Bible. 

We do not know enough about the find, and will not know 
until they are published, to make any formal decision. But there 
is certain to be a furious controversy which will arouse the Chris- 
tian world and bring the Bible into the daily discussions of people 
at lunch, at dinner and in social gatherings generally. 

Bible It is not generally recognized that the Bible was “edited” 

from a great mass of musty and ancient manuscripts in 
many languages, with Greek predominating. Much more was left 
out than was included. The persons responsible went laboriously 
through the hundreds of old manuscripts, none as aged as the 
ones now newly discovered. Few were in Hebrew. Most of them 
were Greek translations of ancient Hebrew scrolls and parchments 
no longer in known existence. 

These men, all scholars, determined -by prayer and decision of 
mortal mind what was “sacred,” what was true and what was false. 
Being scholars they could be at least reasonably sure what was a 
forgery and what was a genuine text. 

They produced the Bible. There have been many versions of it 
since that time. ; 


Vul ate It must be kept in mind that all this work was done 
| by. scholars of the then existing church, the Roman. 
In the year 385 after Christ, St. Jerome, at the behest of the 
Bishop of Rome, called Damascus, completed after many years a 
revision of the Old Testament from Latin into Hebrew and of the’ 
New Testament into Latin. The then existing Latin texts had 
many errors and contradictions. 

This was called “The Vulgate,” or “popular” translation. For 
more than 1,000 years it was the parent of every version produced 
in the Western world, and even today is widely used. 

There are no original manuscripts of the New Testament written 
during the first 300 years after Christ. 


Oldest The oldest manuscript in existence, other than the 
new find, is the Vatican manuscript. It is believed 
to belong to the fourth century. It is in Greek. 

The new find, easily the most ancient of all, belongs to the 
first century before Christ and its parchments and papyrus manu- 
scripts are in Phoenician and Hebrew, which makes them even 
more important. 

That these new finds may throw doubt on the decision of the 
men who centuries ago selected what was to go into the Bible and 
what was not, is almost of fascinating interest. 

The Protestant Bible differs, of course, from the Vulgate ver- 
sion. Luther and his associates revised its contents, having de- 
cided the original selections to have been in error. 

Fi d Great finds yet remain in the many caves and buried 

nds ruins of the Holy Land. Many searches were on the 
verge of great discovery when war came. The trouble in Palestine 
has further delayed the excavations. Work has resumed in some 
and will soon be reactivated on others. 

All about the Sea of Galilee are ruins of cities. There are many 
priceless objects hidden in the ruins of old hill villages. They 
flourished for centuries and were not abandoned until the Romans 
ordered the people into the plains, to prevent any guerrilla war- 
fare in the hills. 

It is likely, too, that in the musty libraries of Moslem churches 
and schools in Turkey there are treasures looted from the Holy 
Land during the centuries the Turk was there. 

At any rate, we shall know more about the Bible this Fall and 
the future is filled with excitement as new discoveries are sure 


to be a part of that future. 
Maybe old Habakkuk had something worthwhile to say, at that.

Vaudeville Parents 
Are Daughter's Pride 


Anent a recent column about old-time vaude- 
villians, I am in receipt of a letter from the At- 
~ lanta daughter of a vaudeville team, man and 
wife, which reveals a girl’s pride in the record of her parents, espe- 
cially for the repute they bore of being always “good troupers. 
Those parents were well known in Atlanta of the old days, appear- 
ing at many of the local theaters. 

Marilynn Mack, secretary to a prominent local business execu- 
tive, referring to that former column, writes: 

“ —  pecause I’m rather proud of my mom and dad, and espe- 
cially the business they were in, I thought I would write to let 
you know the old performers, the real troupers of the entertainment 
world, thank you for your thoughtfulness. There are so many 
who have all but forgotten, that it is exceptionally nice to see some 
one still take an interest. 

‘ ., you possibly might remember my dad, Red Mack, who was 
billed as “The Original Red Mack—the Boy From the South!” He 
was a comedian and a good one. Between singing {rish ballads, 
emceeing and doing black, he became quite a favorite here in 
Atlanta at the time he and my mother were in stock at the old 
Alamo. They later worked the Rialto (was that when it was the 
Piedmont, Miss Mack?), the Capitol, the Paramount and even tried 
a stand at the old Atlanta. But somehow after the Alamo things 
began to change a bit and it hasn’t been as nice as you remember it 


for a long, long time now. 
“A number of years have quickly passed 
Brought Laughter since when I was just old enough to barely 
remember the loud and boisterous crew which made a troupe full 
of good performers and I’m 22 years old now. But although my 
profession is somewhat different from my flamboyant beginning, 
it’s still with the greatest pride that I read articles such as yours, 
then look at my mom and dad and know that they helped bring 
a great dea] of laughter into the lives of many Atlantans who have 
long since ceased to think of them. ... Thank you for helping us all 
to remember ‘There’s ho business like show business!’ ” 
(Note to Miss Mack: I remember your dad, Red Mack, quite well. 
As you say, he was two fine things—a good performer and a good 


trouper.—RTJ.) 

While on the subject of vaudeville, I at- 
The Old F orsyth tended the Keith Vaudeville performance 
at the old Forsyth Theater, the first evening I ever spent in Atlanta. 

I had been working for two years in the Carolinas and, while 
there had been some good vaudeville in various Carolina cities, 
there was no truly “big time” in either State at that time. 

I landed in Atlanta just at dusk on a Friday in early February 
Detrained under the old car shed on Wall Street and got a roo 
at the Kimball. Ate dinner at a restaurant on Marietta Street, 
then set out to stroll around the strange city.

Was late for the 
curtain and missed the first two acts. But, as I recall, the balance 
of the bill was well worth the 75 cents it cost for a reserved 
seat, down front. 

That was the Friday. The following day, Saturday, I got mea 
job, a room and a boarding house and went to work first thing on 
Monday morning. It was in 1912 and I’ve been working in Atlanta 
practically ever since. And it, like the old vaudeville and the old 
vaudevillians, has been good!

He's Bringing Democracy Back 


RIO DE JANEIRO, Brazil—This country is still in the early stages of recupera- 
tion from one of the longest sieges of dictatorship in the history of the world. 
Getulio Vargas ruled Brazil long before and after Adolf Hitler’s reign in Ger- 
many. For 15 years, from 1930 until 1945, the Vargas dictatorship was as com-

plete, if not as ruthless, as Adolf’s. 


Many Brazilians will argue with you that 


“Tyrants precipitate their own downfall,” one thoughtful student of modern Brazilian history told 


me. 
inevitable overthrow of those responsible. But a 
dictatorship like Getulio Vargas’, ostensibly be 
nign and in some measure and moments unde- 
niably concerned with the nation’s immediate 
well-being, is a cancer which eats away at a 
people’s heart.” 


It is plain to see, four; years after the 
deposition of Vargas, just exactly what he 
means. For Brazil is still suffering tremen- 
dously from the graft and greed and degra- 
dation of character which were part and 
parcel of 15 years of totalitarianism. 


It is no credit to Vargas—who reportedly is 
just as surprised as most other Brazilians—that 
the man he hand-picked to succeed him has 
proved to be exactly what the country needed 
for the trying transition period. Gen. Euricio 
Dutra, Vargas’ Minister of War, is guiding the 
Brazilian government through the difficulties of 
re-establishing democracy with a minimum of 
assistance from the old Vargas machine, a feat 
which is rather remarkable in view of the fact 
that, after 15 years of dictatorship, there was not 
only no organized opposition but few politically- 
inclined Brazilians with any.experience or talent 
for leadership. Moreover, and perhaps even more 
unexpectedly since Dutra is a military career 
man, his administration is made up largely of 
civilians and has none of the army flavor which 
usually characterizes such regimes. 


About the only thing his most enthusiastic 
supporters could say of him, at the time of his 
election, was that Dutra was—and is—honest. 
Completely colorless, devoid of personality, and 
utterly unimaginative, Dutra was almost consid- 
ered a laughingstock when he announced for the 
presidency. A little man, with a sad, dead-pan 
expression, his appearance in newsreels almost 
inevitably brought a titter from the audience.

How he ever got elected is still a matter for 
debate when Brazilians get together. The most 
logical explanation seems to be that, after 15 
years of the flamboyant Vargas, there was ap- 
peal in the stolid simplicity—and, say his ene- 
mies, the undeniable mediocrity—of Euricio 
Dutra. 

Now that they are casting about for ‘Someone 
to succeed him, however, a great many thought- 
ful Brazilians are coming to realize that honest, 
conscientious, power-leery Euricio Dutra has not 
only done a good job but will also be very dif- 
ficult to replace. For however little else he may 
have done—his opponents say his has been a 
“government by inertia”—Dutra has stuck to the 
letter of the constitution, insisting with the char- 
acteristic tenacity of his plodding mind that 
every function of the government be carried out 
as legally specified. This has resulted in frus- 
tration and delay. But it has also resulted in 
a rerooting of respect in the democratic proc- 
esses. Moreover, by his own integrity and 16- 
hour-a-day devotion to his job, Dutra has set 
an example which at least some of Brazil’s 
sprawling bureaucracy is beginning to emulate. 


If the rebirth of confidence in the govern- 
ment which he has begun can be carried 
over into and through the next administra- 
tion; if there is, in short, no lapse inte the 
glib appeal of demagogy and totalitarianism, 
Euricio Dutra may one day be recognized 
as one of the truly great leaders of Brazil. 


Like the leading character in the learn-to- 
play-the-piano-by-mail ads, they laughed when he 
sat down. But one day his countrymen may well 
be erecting statues to the honest, if unspectacu- 
lar, careful if colorless, stable if stolid little man 
who has done the spadework for the re-estab- 
lishment of democracy in Brazil.

In 1929 the Civil Service advertised for rail- 
road machinists for Civil Service positions at 
Fort Benning, Columbus, Ga. I was living in 
Montgomery, Ala., at the time the above men- 
tioned positions were advertised on the bul- 
letin board in the Montgomery Post Office. I 
filled out an application and paid a $10 doctor’s 
fee for the required physical examination. Even- 
tually I received a letter saying I had been given 
a rating of 105 percent (pref.)—100% on physi- 
cal exam and ability, and 5% for military serv- 
ice in World War I. That rating letter was all 
I ever got. I personally knew some of the men 
who received the appointments, having worked 
with them in the Central of Georgia shops in 
Columbus, and they could not have been rated 
over 100%, as they had never served in the

armed forces. 

Mine was just another case of how easily 
and quickly the veterans of World War 1 were 
forgotten and thrown into discard.

It was quite a sight, driving along the newly 
paved highway to Yatesville, in the shadow of 
pine groves, past the white cottages and a few 
fields of cotton, looking out over acres and acres 
of pasture land and then weaving a path through 
that dense congregation of motor cars up to the 
door of the barn. And it was not only pic- 
turesque, it was encouraging. It looked like 
prosperity on all sides. Judging by the results 
of that day, the prosperity was real. 


There are stalls built, like wings, on each 
side ef the building and here the cattle 
rubbed against each other in the pens, all 
numbered, and on one fine Hereford I saw 
the number 644. I didn’t envy the men who 
had the job of making them stand still when 
the glue was slapped on and the numbers 
applied. There were Angus steers, Hereford 
calves, all sizes and all colors, some polled 
and some with horns. Im the east “wing” 
there were hogs as well as cattle and drawn 
up back ef the pens were the packers’ trucks 
ready te cart the animals off. It was no 
time for maudlin sentimentality, for saying, 
“Poor beasts, off they go to the abattoirs of 
a dozen counties.” It was the time for all 
good realists te get out their pencils and 
say, “Ought to bring in around $50,000.” 


It was getting on towards 2 o’clock when |! 
mopped my perspiring brow and wiggled my 
way through the crowd into the building. The 
women from “Sunnyside,” a farming commu- 
nity of Upson County (or a “settlemint” as some 
say), were resting behind the lunch counter after 
several hours of hard work; they had served 
plates of barbecue, pickles, Brunswick stew and 
coffee to literally hundreds of customers and 
they were proud of the sum they’d earned for 
a community enterprise. 

- Through the corridors moved a good propor- 
tion of the male population of Upson and ad- 
joining counties. I couldn’t help but wonder, as 
I recognized various citizens from town, what 
was happening to business “on the Square” in 


their absence, and they might have wondered, 
if they had thought about it, what was happen- 
ing to my housework in Covington. At any rate, 
we were al there, but not entirely for pleasure. 

Dr. Harry L. Brown, Dean and Director of 
the State College of Agriculture in Athens, was 
just concluding some highly complimentary re- 
marks on the progress of livestock development 
in Upson and this section of Georgia.

All I know is, 500 head of cattle were sold 
that afternoon, 112 head of hogs and the total 
sales amounted to $51,436.50. The livestock had 
been grown by 110 farmers of Upson, Talbot, 
Monroe, Pike, Lamar, Taylor and Crawford 
Counties. There were 53 buyers present from 
Macon, Cordele, Newnan, Valdosta, Atlanta, Grif- 
fin, McRae and Thomaston; and top cattle 
brought $26 per hundredweight.

Facts About Savings 
And Loan Associations 


IN THIS SERIES on “Managing Your 
Money,” we have been considering various 
types of banks and savings plans. Now let’s 
take a look at the Savings and Loan 
Associations. 

“How safe are the Savings and Loan 
Associations?” is a question often asked. 
Harmless though this question is, it’s ac- 
tually the center of a hot controversy in 
banking circles today. 

The Savings-and-Loaners have been 
praised and denounced from all sides. If 
you listen to some of their harsher critics, 
you'd get the impression that they’re in 
about the same league as the, Ponzi 
scheme. 

Of course, this is pure poppycock. Ac- 
tually, the Savings and Loan companies 
are responsible, reputable institutions, per- 
forming a valuable service to the commu- 
nity. Insured Savings and Loan Associa- 
tions are just as safe as insured banks. In 
either case, deposits are protected up to 
$5,000. You get your money back, 100 cents 
on the dollar, in case of failure. 

So, the argument about Savings and 
Loan firms really boils down to the fact 
that they are a unique type of institution, 
performing a distinctive service m a dis- 
tinctive way. They must therefore be 
judged by their own special standards. 
They are “banks” in almost every sense 
that savings and commercial banks are, 
but they invest almost entirely in home 
mortgages, whereas other banks invest in 
bonds and/or business loans. 

Perhaps the best and fairest way of 
analyzing the Savings and Loan Associa- 
tions is to summarize their chief advan- 
tages and also points of criticism, and let 
the reader draw his own conclusions. 

The chief advantages of the Savings 
and Loans are as follows: 

1. HIGH RATE OF RETURN. The 
S.&L. companies today pay a higher rate 
of interest than any other kind of bank. 
The national average rate on S.&L. de- 
posits now runs about 2.43%. (However, 
some individual Associations have boosted 
their rate as high as 4% on “time deposits,” 
but these often require a large minimum

2. INSURANCE PROTECTION. As men- 
tioned previously [see “Deposit Insur- 
ance,” FORBES, July 15] your deposit in 
an insured S.&L. association is just as 
safe as in an insured bank. 

3. ECONOMIC USEFULNESS. The 
S.&L.’s fulfill a vital economic function 
—financing home buying. Most of this 
financing is done in the local community. 
Home mortgages must meet specific stand- 
ards of safety. 

4. MANAGEMENT CALIBER. Like the 
savings and commercial banks, the S. & L.’s 
have seen a marked improvement in man- 
agement caliber in recent years. In the 
case of insured Associations, S. &L. man- 
agers must meet Federal standards, are 
under constant supervision. 

5. LONG HISTORY. Contrary to wide 
spread belief, the S. & L.’s are not “Johnny- 
come-latelies” on the financial scene. They 
have well over a century of experience 
behind them in this country. 

On the other hand, the Associations are 
criticized on the following points: 

1. DEPOSITORS’ STATUS. Critics of 
the S. & L.’s make much of the legal status 
of deposits in S.&L. Associations. It is 
pointed out that owners of such deposits 
are essentially “shareholders,” whereas de- 
positors in savings and commercial banks 
are creditors. This is because the Associa- 
tions are mutual organizations, whose de 
positors are co-owners. But this objection 
seems overdrawn, since there is no real 
analogy between -“shares” in a Savings 
and Loan Association and stock “shares” 
in an ordinary corporation. The former 
don’t fluctuate in value: can be redeemed 
at any time at face value. What’s more, 
S.&L depositors are at the same time the 
principal creditors of their own institu- 
tions. They have no claims ranking ahead 
of their deposits. 

2. LIMITED DIVERSIFICATION. Be- 
cause of the nature of their business, the 
Associations are necessarily heavily in- 
vested in local real estate mortgages. On 
a national average, insured Associations 
have about 80% of their funds invested in 
local home mortgages, and about 20% in 
U. S. Government bonds and cash. There 
is nothing actually “unsafe” about this, but 
it does limit the element of “diversifica- 
tion” which is desirable in banking and 
investments. Thus, it is contended, if hard 
times should strike a certain community 
and force heavy foreclosures, it might jeop- 
ardize the local Savings & Loan company.

The larger rate of income paid 
by the S.&L.’s is one reason why they 
have shown such phenomenal growth in 
recent years. Now that “banking by mail” 
has become so popular, experience shows 
that even a small increase in the rate of 
interest paid attracts new funds from far 
and wide. 


(But, incidentally, such a calamity. could 
also threaten the loca) savings bank, which 
is usually heaviy invested in mortgages.) 
However, this objection is offset by the fact 
that Federal Insurance would come to the 
rescue of S.&L. depositors in such an 
event, so this criticism is more academic 
than practical. 

3. WITHDRAWAL RESTRICTIONS. 
Strictly speaking, S.&L. accounts are not 
“demand” deposits. Rather, they are in- 
tended as long-range savings media. Cur- 
rently, most S.&L. firms are meeting 
withdrawals in any size on demand. But 
some local S.&L.’s prefer accounts with 
less turnover. Also, S. & L. companies can 
defer payments, for brief periods, in event 
of heavy withdrawals, though this is sel- 
dom done in actual practice. It’s necessary 
to check with the manager of your local 
S.&L. Association as to terms before 
making deposit. 

So, weighing both advantages and dis 
advantages together, there is no reason 
whatever why Savings and Loan com 
nies can’t be used in your money-ma ng 
program as well as any other bank for 
savings accumulation. However, only i,

blowers of that era, was taking 
a gathering of glass from his pot 
one day when his gold ring 
slipped from his finger and was 
melted into the lump of glass on 
the end of his blow pipe. 


The glass was reheated several 
times in the course of fashioning 
the article in hand, and soon Mr. 
Long noticed an unusual color 
developing. When he missed his 
ring, he realized what had hap- 
pened. 

In subsequent experiments he 
found that by immersing the 
glass in melted gold, it assumed 
a color ranging from pale amber 
to a rich ruby, depending on 
how long it remained in the 
bath. 

The process was patented in 
1883, and the pieces have long 
since become coveted collector’s 
items. No Amberina has been 
made in a good many years, per- 
haps because Uncle Sam does 
not care to relinquish enough 
gold for its bath. 

Mrs. Jones, who is a collector 
at heart, has collected a number 
of other things, as her charming 
home testifies. She has browsed 
in antique shops from New Eng- 
land to New Orleans, and in ad- 
dition to Amberina, she has gath- 
ered an impressive array of satin 
glass, cranberry glass, Mary 
Gregory glass and English Bris- 
tol china.

“Captain Jack,” as he was local. 
lv called, took a leading part in 
handling the Indians, before the 
Purchase, and in creating Pauld- 
ing County in 1832 which then 
embraced this valley. 


William Witcher’s great 
granddaughter, Sarah Witcher 
Prior, and her husband, Asa 
Prior, followed Capt. Witcher 
into Northwest Georgia. The 
Priors bought a large tract of 
land and donated a section of it, 
including the spring. as a town. 
ship. The spring and founda 
tions of the three-story planta 
tion house, where the Priors and 
tneir 17 children lived (now 
the J. Wray Pickett residence) 
are landmarks in Cedartown 
Che cemetery. in which Sarah 
Witcher Prior was buried in 
1838, was memorialized several!

‘DE’ Student Could 
Mean Darn Energetic 


They go to school in the morn- 
ing just liké any other 16 to 18- 
year-old boy or girl... study al- 
gebra, English, geometry, Latin 
and all the other required high 
school subjects .. . gossip in the 
school halls . . . lose their voices 
at football games. 

But there the similarity stops. 
A DE girl student is apt to wear 
hose to school instead of the cus- 
tomary socks, and her fellow stu- 
dent will probably be carrying a 
tie in the pocket of his white 
shirt. And the DE student doesn’t 
linger at school after hours for 
football practice or a club meet- 


ing. 

DE students spend their after- 
noons at part-time jobs in dis- 
tributive occupations, as clerks 
in stores, stenographers, typists 
and file clerks, as helpers in 
laundries, or as copy chasers at 
newspaper offices and errand 
boys at business houses. 

Many of their jobs are ar- 
ranged through the Distributive 
Education teacher and co-ordina- 
tor at their schools, and their 
progress in their jobs is checked 


and recorded by the schoo? just 
like a grade in history or civics. 

Approximately 182 boys and 
girls in seven Atlanta and Fulton 
County schools are now partici- 
pating in the DE program, which 
is conducted nationally as a 
training program for young peo- 
ple. 

Each student is required to 
work at least 15 hours each week 
and during holidays. He receives 
pay, but is working to receive 
professional training for future 
use primarily, not just to make 
extra spending money. 

A special DE class in school 
deals with such subjects as job 
interviewing and application, 
personality development, mer- 
chandise information, selling, 
store organization, job arithme- 
tic, business English, personnel 
policies, advertising and display, 
credit and collections, design and 
color, business ethics, fashion 
and marketing. 

The annual convention of 
Georgia DE Clubs will be held 
here Nov. 3-5, and an Employer- 
Employee Banquet is sponsored 
in Atlanta each Spring.

Golden Gloves Contestants 
tigible For Other Sports 


High school boys will be allowed to participate in the 
Junior Novice Division of the Georgia Golden Gloves 
Tournament this year without endangering their eligibility 


for regular school sports. 

The new ruling was made by 
the State Executive Committee 
of the Georgia High School As- 
sociation, and_ announced in a 
letter from Sam Burke, Execu- 
tive Secretary of the Associa- 
tion, to Nat F. Klausman, Direc- 
tor of the Georgia Golden 
Gloves. 

Previously students who par- 
ticipated in the boxing event 
were automatically barred from 
all school sports. Under the 
new ruling, they will still be

Marionettes To Supplant 


_ AlCapone and Buck Rogers

“Cheese it, de cops!” shouted Slug. 
Sirens screamed around the corner as the dicks let 
loose with tommy guns. Butch tossed a hand grenade and 
jumped into his jet plane. Mike took off in his black sedan, 


followed by Flash in his moon rocket. 


Buck Jones leaped 


on the back of his white steed and the gang was off, 
showering bullets behind them as the law clutched their 
bloody chests and bit the dust. 


This is the nostalgic narra- 
tive of how the neighborhood 
gang played in the days before 
the animated magic of mario- 
nette shows came like the Pied 
Piper and led the children away 
from Al Capone and Buck Rog- 
ers back to the ancient enchant- 
ment of Ichabod Crane and the 
spirited, whimsical “little peo- 
pie” 

Marionette shows have 
wrought a far reaching clean- 
up campaign and the children 
love it. 

The capricious, tragi-comic he 
roes and their magic realms of 
fabulous exaggerations, of chi- 
merical blacks and whites, of 
high flown phrases, 
violence and electric, chest beat- 
ing, knee crawling romance are 
a child’s visionary world, a 
world that lacks the greyness of 
the evervday, the doleful shad- 
ows of duality and the disillu- 
sioning anti-climaxes of the rea- 
sonable. 

Aware once again of the ap- 
peal of marionettes, teachers, art- 
ists, entertainers and television— 
ever searching for new talent— 
have dusteo off long abandoned 
puppets and are pulling the 
strings in their respective di- 
rections. 

The Junior League never let 
the puppets get dusty. 

Clinging to them tenaciously 
with an eye closed to the shift- 
ing winds of popular fancy, their 
marionettes this year will change 
costumes to play in, two new 
dramas. 

“Frog Prince,” an adaptation 
of “The Princess and the Golden 
Ball” and “Mushroom Magic,” 
both written by Mrs. Rutherford 
Ellis, will be presented at 14 lo- 
cal schools, colored and white, 
and at Egleston Memorial Hos- 
pital and Scottish Rite Hospital. 
Proceeds from the four paid 
performances will go to the As- 
sociation of Childhood Educa- 
tion. 

High Museum, too, has real- 
izec the appeal of quixotic mari- 
onette realms. 

Under the direction of Miss 
Olga Heatly. who also instructs 
Junior League puppeteers, 
junior students learn to make 
puppets, write shows, paint back- 
drops, write and produce plays. 

“The Legend of Sleepy Hol- 
low” was last year’s successful 
enterprise. 

The boys and girls first se- 
lected a story, sketched their 
ideas of the characters, did re- 
search on costumes and staged a 
play-writing contest for the best 
adaptation of Washington Lr 
ving’s masterpiece. 

Heads were modeled out of 


meteoric — 


clay, and spread with six layers 
of papier mache. The hard shells 
were slit with razor blades, 
strings inserted and the heads 
were put together again and 
baked in a kiln. | 

Bodies were made from cloth 
scraps, Stuffed, and brilliant cos- 
tumes were fashioned from un- 
obtrusive rags. The intricasies 
oi directing strings were mast- 
ered and the puppets came to 
life, with hearts and souls and 
wonderful words. 

These puppets top the evolu- 
tionary spiral. 

Hand puppets and shadow 
puppets, simpler forms of these 
human animated automatons, 
are widely used by the Girl 
Scouts. 

When Mrs. William Mitchell’s 
troup goes picnicking they deco- 
rate a paper sack with the 
vestiges of a face, slip it over 
their hands, dress it in napkins 
and make up skits, heavy with 
nefarious plots and wild gestic- 
ulations. 

More intricate marionettes are 
made by Scouts in arts and 
crafts classes. 

Teachers have been quick to 
recognize the graphic education 
potentialities of the puppet. 

Miss Mary Jean Pierce, fourth 
grade teacher at Liberty-Guinn 


School, who has employed mar-. 


ionettes in Language Arts, says 
they can also be used in teach- 
ing geography, history, spelling, 
art and music. 

Making their puppsts and out- 
fitting them, the class produced 
“Little Black Sambo,” an origi- 
nal Christmas playlet, and 
“Sleeping Beauty.” Other plays 
were put on before the primary 
grades to illustrate their read- 
ing material. 

Curtis Beavers, 4800 Powers 
Ferry Road, with the help of his 
father and classmates, made a 
stage for the productions and 
Luciellen Maddox, North View 
Drive, found patterns and direc- 
tions for making stuffed pup- 
pets. Her mother came to class 
and lectured on how to make 
puppets easier to manipulate. 

“The most wonderful thing 
about puppets,” exclaims Miss 
Pierce, “is that parents, teachers 
and pupils can all work together 
on them. It gives us a common 
interest.” 

Dating back to ancient Egypt, 
Persia, China, Japan and Java, 
the fanciful marionettes have 
staged a jocund comeback. Vit- 
riolic commenters who have 
long termed the art “kid stuff” 
do have a point however. It is 
kid’s stuff. That's the wonder- 
ful thing about it.

Book Is Expected To Start 
Philodendron Sale Boom 


THE PLANT IN MY WINDOW, by Ross Parmenter: 


Crowell; 148 pp. $2.50. 


After three years in the Army, this Canadian-born au- 
thor, returning to his job in the New York Times Music 
Department, moved into a one-room apartment in which 
the previous tenant had left a small vine in a four-and-a- 


half-inch flower pot. Over- 
crowded with furniture, books, 
music records, Parmenter re- 
garded the vine as “an unneces- 
sary encumbrance. But because 
it was a living thing, I did not 
have the heart to throw it out.” 

Thanks to this tender impulse, 
we have this book. It’s about 
the plant, as Parmenter intend- 
ed, and about the man, as he 
probably did not intend. From 
a few leaves strung along some 
stalks, we are carried as far as 
the bombing of Berlin, and the 
Bible stories of the Creation, 
and the mystery of the universe. 
It’s all a sort of Walden on a 
window sill. 

If Parmenter couldn’t get rid 
of his plant, at first he couldn’t 
bother, either, to take care of it. 
For some weeks it stood in dark 
corners, and was watered only 
by chance. Then he put it on 
his sixteenth floor window sill, 
in the light, and things began to 
happen. The leaves perked up, 
they turned their green faces 
toward the outdoors, and more 
leaves started to grow. Since he 
couldn’t be sure his eye and 
memory together were trust- 
worthy, he sketched it to record 
the gradual changes; the helpful 
sketches are reproduced. 

For information he consulted 
friends, and went to the florist, 
bookstore, library and botanical! 


gardens. It was a philodendron,

of which 247 species are listed. 
His was Philodendron scandens. 
From it he has drawn pertinent 
and fascinating inferences about 
sociology, genealogy, evolution, 
morals, botany, the readjust- 
ment of veterans to civilian life, 
and the pleasant lesson that “a 
single plant can declare the 
wonder of God.” 

But primarily the philoden- 
dron was just somebody in the 
room with him, and for a brief 
while he was tempted to name 
it Phyllis. He writes about it as 
a friend, not merely as a sym- 
bol, and writes with appealing 
sensitivity. He'll have every- 
body growing a philodendron; 
but to get the fullest delight 
from it, thev’ll need to grow a 
Parmenter, too.

Lydia's Boon 
To Women 
Recognized 


LYDIA PINKHAM IS HER 
NAME, by Jean Burton; Far- 
rar, Straus; 279 pp. $2.75. 


Lydia Pinkham, nee Estes, 
Was a smart business woman. 
Well educated, she was the tenth 
child of a Quaker family noted 
for its independence of thought 
and liberal views. She married 
Isaac Pinkham, whose promo- 
tions failed to jell and when he 
went broke in the~1873 panic, 
she placed her “Vegetable Com- 
pound” on the market (instead 
of giving it away) and thereby 
laid the foundation for a tre- 
mendous fortune. 


Lydia got the ingredients for 
her formula out of “The Ameri- 
can Dispensatory,” by Dr. John 
King, of Cincinnati. A massive 
compendium of botanic lore, the 
Dispensatory is considered the 
forerunner of the present U. S. 
Pharmacopoeia. 


In her early literature, Mrs. 
Pinkham referred to her medi- 
cine as “The Greatest Medical 
Discovery Since the Dawn of 
History.” She never took the 
trouble to patent it. 


Although Lydia wrote the ad- 
vertising copy, it was her son, 
Dan, to whom must go the bulk 
of the credit for the success of 
the family enterprise. It was 
Dan’s vision , . . and jnsistence 
upon spending then huge sums 
for advertising ... that put the 
business in the millions bracket. 
Dan ruined his health promoting 
the business and «ven his moth- 
er’s famous remedy couldn’t 
save his life. 


There never was any secrecy 
about the ingredients or about 
the way they were prepared. 
The total alcohol content (“used 
solely as a solvent and preserva- 
tive’) at first was 18 percent. 

The author comments: “... . 
There was a distinct element of 
hilarity in the spectacle of 
WCTU leaders fervently en- 
dorsing it. Since the labels were 
explicit, the Pinkhams rather 
stiffly considered this a matter 
between abstainers and their 
consciences ” 


Lydia Pinkham was a re- 
markable woman. Although her 
medicines became the butt of 
many jokes and ribald songs, 
this biography and story of her 
enterprise proves ‘hat many of 
her claims were true and that 
undoubtedly her compound was 
a boon to womanhood. Investiga- 
tion of the curative properties 
of the ingredients. mostly herbs, 
have borne this out. 


At any rate, this is a book 
that is well worth the reading.

If the world is to be made better in deed as well as in 
words, the principles that rule it must combine rights and 
obligations with goodness and kindness. These principles 
must be combined into a system of responsible conduct, 


which we call citizenship. 

Fundamentally, citizenship, 
whether it be local, national or 
universal, means the same 
thing—that which makes civil- 
ized living possible. 

These are critical days in our 
history. All of us want, (1) 
peace, (2) a stable economy, (3) 
an improved standard of living, 
(4) protection for businessmen 
and for farmers, (5) an oppor- 
tunity to participate in commu- 
nity affairs, and (6) a Govern- 
ment that will truly represent 
us—the people. 

We have a special responsibil- 
ity if we are to satisfy our 
wants for we are wives and 
mothers; we are club and. civic 
leaders in many communities; 
we control most of the spending; 
we serve in almost every profes- 
sion and occupation, thus help- 
ing our country maintain its po- 
sition of world leadership; we 
and our families are directly 
affected by taxes, by-laws gov- 
erning our schools, by basic 
daily services of government on 
every level from small villages 
to large cities. 

We, as clubwomen, can 
achieve our goals only if we as- 
sume our responsibility as in- 
dividuals and as club members. 
It is suggested that every club 
can help attain our goals -by 
(2) having a club program on 
citizenship, (2) 
club member register to vote, 
(3) having every club member 
an actual voter in the commu-

EAUTIFUL, bell-voiced Rosa _ Ponselle, 

who gave up fame for the man she loved, 
lived alone this summer without either 
fame or the man. 

She lived alone, except for the servants, 
in Villa Pace, the small Italo-Spanish castle 
which her husband built for her in Green 
Spring Valley in Maryland, and there she 
found time to remember that of her own free 
will she had relinquished her triumphant 
place in the world of grand opera to marry 
a businessman, Carle A. Jackson, son of a 
former Baltimore mayor. 

She remembered their happy years to- 
gether, and didn’t speak of the differences 


which led to their separation early this year. 
What she did say, when asked whether she 
regretted the decision which took her from 
an operatic career into marriage, was: 

“I would never hesitate to choose love 
instead of fame.” 

The love, which has ended ir separation, 
came to Rosa Ponselle after she’d had the 
world at her feet. 

Her career began so obscurely that no one 
at the time thought it would ever take her 
anywhere. She was plain Rosie Ponzillo, then, 
in 1914, the daughter of a Meriden, Conn., 
coal and ice dealer, Beniamino Ponzillo. 
She was singing in James Ceriani’s Cafe Mel- 
lone in New Haven. From that she went on 
to vaudeville, and at the famous old Palace 
Theater in New York she had a stroke of 
luck. 

The famous Enrico Caruso heard her sing. 
“Who is she?” he asked. “‘What is she doing 
in vaudeville?”’ Then he sought her out. 

He persuaded bearded, crotchety Gatti- 
Casazza, the Metropolitan’s impresario, to 
give her an audition. In May, 1918, Gatti told 
her to study the part of Leonora in Verdi’s 
opera, ““‘La Forza del Destino.”’ 

She made her debut. as Leonora, singing 
with Caruso, in November, 1918. From that 
moment the Metropolitan had a new star, a 
dramatic soprano who was to rank with the 
greatest. 

Her triumphs are a glory and a legend. 
She sang all over the country, in Italy, in 
London, before royalty, before concert audi- 
ences and in the greatest opera houses. 

Raven-haired and glamourous, she was a 
beauty as well as a songbird. Famous men 
and wealthy. men wanted to marry her. Hand- 
some men sought her. Everywhere she was 
idolized, and always she said she'd never 
marry except for love, when the right man 
came along. : 

“The right man,” she said once at the 
height of her career, “has to have a lot of 
qualifications.’” She named them, and these 
are a few of her stipulations: 

“He must be a man of complete under- 
standing and tolerance. He must believe that 
my emotional expressions on the stage have 
nothing to do with my intimate feelings and 
inner life. 

“He must be romantic and very sentimen- 
tal, 

“He must be a businessman. . .” 

It wasn’t until 1936 that this right man 
showed up—tall, engaging, polo playing Jack- 
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son, who had been divorced from his first 
wife, Elizabeth Agnes Cuyler Jackson, and 
after remarriage to her, had been divorced 
from her again. 

He and Miss Ponselle met during an inter- 
mission at the farewell performance of Lucre- 
zia Bori in the Lyric Theater in Baltimore, 
where they were introduced by the theater 
director, Frederick R. Huber. 

In front of an improvised, flower-banked 
altar in Miss Ponselle’s penthouse apartment 
on Riverside Drive, on Dec. 14, 1936, she and 
Jackson were married by Supreme Court 
Justice Salvatore A. Cotillo. Richard Crooks 
of the Metropolitan sang “Oh, Promise Me” 
and Charles Paul at the organ played the 
wedding march from “Lohengrin.” 

At the reception aftefward notables of 
society and the opera were present. Mayor 
Fiorello LaGuardia and James A. Farley 
felicitated the bride and bridegroom. Every- 
one approved the marriage and hoped it 
wouldn’t mean the loss of a thrilling voice 
at the opera. 

Soon, however, that loss did occur. Miss 
Ponselle retired from the operatic stage and 
gave her whole devotion to her husband. 
They moved to Baltimore and in 1940 he 
built Villa Pace for her near the city. 

The villa’s name has significance. It is

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engraved on a limestone block at the doorway 
of the home overlooking Green Spring Valley. 
“Pace, pace” are words (in Italian meaning 
‘“neace”) sung in the opening bar of the aria 
from “La Forza del Destino” (The Force of 
Destiny) which in her debut lifted Miss Pon- 
selle from obscurity to fame. 

Beneath the words in the limestone the 
sculptor carved a bar of music from the aria, 
with the signature at the beginning of the 
line, which should show B-flat and E-flat. He 
made, however, a curious mistake, He carved 
F-flat instead of E-flat. 

If that mistake portended trouble at the 
villa, there was no sign of it for a long time. 
The Jacksons were invited everywhere in 
Baltimore. Miss Ponselle sang often for her 
friends, but opera was in the past. Last Febru- 
ary the separation occurred. Jackson left the 
villa to live alone in an apartment in Balti- 
more. 

Miss Ponselle hasn’t explained. Jackson 
has said only: “I think it is entirely a per- 
sonal matter. I can’t say any more about it.” 

Sometimes, singing for her friends, Miss 
Ponselle this summer gave her still beautiful 
voice to Martini’s “Plaisir d’Amour,” includ- 
ing its poignant lines:

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Irene Mansfeldt's Foolish Suspi- 
cion Made Her a Widow, a 
Murderess and a Pauper 
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Nothing Can Ever Lift the Tra le Shadow | 
Mrs. Mansfeldt Cast Over the Lives 
of Her Thrée Children.

T WAS over. The gates of Tehachapi, Cali- 
fornia’s state prison for women, closed be- 

hind Irene Mansfeldt and she was a free 
woman again. 

In a few hours she would be back in San 
Francisco ready to rebuild her life. She would 
try to make such reparation as she could for the 
tragic shadow she had brought into the lives of 
her three children—lIrene, 18; John, 16; and 
Terry, 15——when in a fit of jealousy she had shot 
and fatally wounded the woman she believed to 
be her rival. 

She could not return their father to them, for 
Dr. John Mansfeldt had taken his own life as 
soon as he knew of the tragedy. He had not even 
waited to learn her fate—conviction of man- 
slaughter and sentence of seven years in prison. 

Now as the doctor’s widow stood outside the 
prison door she looked briefly at the waiting 
reporters, drew in her breath like an inexpert 
swimmer about to plunge into the icy surf, then 
she faced them. — 

“Do you think that you have paid your debt 
to society?’’ someone asked. “You have been 
paroled after serving two years. Do you think 
that is fair?’’ 

“Personally I shall never finish paying my 
debt,”’ the released prisoner said quietly, ‘‘but I 
have inner peace and contentment. I feel abso- 
lutely invulnerable.” 

Irene Mansfeldt was to think many times of 
that statement as payments, and more payments, 
were exacted of her all because she had let her 
jealousy go unbridled from the first moment she 
had set eyes on Nurse Vada Martin—the woman 
she later killed without warning. 

She had seen Mrs. Martin sitting in Dr. Mans- 
feldt’s car outside the hospital one day but had 
refused to accept his explanation that the woman 
Was a private nurse——just a business friend. 

“I knew—I knew and I died,” Irene Mans- 
feldt said later as she told of her suspicions of a 
husband’s infidelity. 

She consulted a psychiatrist who told her, 
“You have been brooding and making a moun- 
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tain of a molehill.” 

Suspicion and jealousy goaded the unhappy 
woman on. She sought out Nurse Martin, who 
agreed to meet her. They sat in Irene’s car. 

“T asked Mrs. Martin if she loved my hus- 
band,”’ Mrs. Mansfeldt reported the conversation 
later. ‘“‘She replied that she admired him, that 
she thought he was the finest man in the world. 
I didn’t believe her.”’ 

It was then that Irene Mansfeldt pulled a 
pearl-handled revolver out of her purse and shot 
the nurse through the heart. She drove to a 
hospital. Walking in, she laid the gun on the 
counter and announced, “There’s a dying woman 
in my car.” As they carried Vada Martin in, 
Mrs. Mansfeldt collapsed. 

A few hours later Wilbur ‘“Pat’’ Martin, then 
a Navy warrant officer located on the Admiralty 
Islands, heard a radio announcer say that his 
wife Vada had been murdered. The rest of the 
story, which he did not believe, followed. He and 
Vada had been married ten years. They were 
still in love and her many letters were filled with 
endearments. : 

The Navy flew Pat Martin home. He made 
the sad pilgrimage to Baltimore with his wife’s 
body: Then he returned to San Francisco and 
listened stoically to Irene Mansfeldt, on trial for 
her life, as she linked Vada’s and John’s names 
in illicit romance. 

Irene went to prison and Pat Martin filed a 
suit against her the following January for $50.,- 
000, claiming she had “wilfully and wrongfully 
shot Vada Martin and that as a direct result of 
the shooting, Vada Martin had sustained severe 
personal injuries which resulted in her death.” 

When the suit came to trial, Irepe who had 
been out of prison for a year admitted her civil 
liability and, in February, 1949, a judge awarded 
Pat Martin $35,000 general damages, 


Four months later Irene Mansfeldt appeared 
in court and pleaded that she was unable to pay. 
She had no real estate, she said. No bank ac- 
count. Her only resources, she declared, were 
$62.50 a month which she received from a $10,- 
000 insurance policy that belonged to her hus- 
band, and $68,000 in government bonds which 
she had turned over to an attorney authorized 
to act as her agent. 

It was Pat Martin’s hope that he could collect 
his judgment from those bonds. 

Meanwhile two other legal actions have been 
brought against Irene Mansfeldt. 

Her brother-in-law, Otto Sonnenberg, filed a 
suit to recover $2,000 in expenses incurred by 
the Mansfeldts’ oldest daughter, Irene, while he 
was her legal guardian. Sonnenberg had assumed 
this responsibility, with Mrs. Mansfeldt’s con- 
sent, while she was in prison. 

That suit had not come to trial when this was 
written, but Mrs. Mansfeldt had asked that a 
jury determine her responsibility for her daugh- 
ter’s debts. Mother and daughter have been 
estranged for over a year. 

A third suit, for $4,000, was brought by An- 
drew Eyman, the attorney, who saw Mrs. Mans- 
feldt and her children through the most critical 
period of their lives. His claim was based on 
services he performed from 1947 to 1949. 

During this time, he alleged, there was not 
a day on which he was not involved in the 
Mansfeldts’ affairs. Mrs. Mansfeldt asked that 
a jury fix the amount she owed Andrew Eyman. 

Indirectly, by her husband’s suicide, Irene 
Mansfeldt had made herself a widow. Her 
daughter Irene turned against her. Her son 
John gave up his ambition to study medicine, at 
least temporarily, and went to work in a store. 

Too late, the society matron learned that the 
cost of jealousy is high. 
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After a time he lost interest in horses; she never did. When he 
came to the Mulhall ranch he would not ride with her, even go out to 
see the saddle stock.

Miss Singleton identified him. as “Clag- 
horn,” however, but the case was never brought 
to trial. Rumors of a settiement were never 
confirmed.

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""Mister Roberts" 
Answer With Him

SAU SN'T it terrific?” cried the girl in. green. 
‘“‘Absolutely,” said the young man with 
her. “It’s funny, it’s grim, it’s tough, it’s 
tender. It’s a work of genius.” 

They were edging streetward, in the crowded 
New York theatre lobby one night this spring, 
and all around them others were saying, too, 
that the play they’d just seen was ari as great 
as the novel from which it had been dramatized. 

It was “Mister Roberts” they were smiling 
over, while all over the country others were 
reading the book, and at that moment slim, 
dark-eyed, young Thomas O. Heggen, the author, 
was sitting alone in his apartment on a quiet 
Street beyond the glare of Broadway. 

At 29, fame and fortune and critical acclaim 
were his, and he was living his last hour. 

The next morning his housekeeper found him 
dead in his bathtub, drowned mysteriously, and 
in a medicine cabinet, near by, were six sleep- 
ing pill bottles, five of them empty, and one, 
which had contained 50 capsules, about a quar- 
ter consumed. Later the Medical Examiner 
found that he had swallowed a large quantity 
of barbiturates such as the bottles contained. 

He left no note to intimate that he was tired 
of living. Although he long had taken barbitu- 
rates for jangling nerves and had been under 
the care of his doctor, a psychiatrist, he had 
told no one he contemplated suicide. it seemed 
that he paid what sometimes is the price of 
genius. Life somehow on that spring night 
overwhe!med him before his time. 

The duplex apartment which he occupied in 
New York City’s fashionable East 62nd Street 
was the dead end of a iong, strange path. It 
began half across the country in the ‘Heggen 
home, the two-storied, stucco house at 620 For- 
est Avenue, Fort Dodge, Iowa. Tom Heggen 
followed it through college, through the war in 
the Pacific, to publishing offices in New York, 
and finally to Broadway. 

All the way, he remained in character. Noth- 
ing spoiled him. He always was shy and re- 
served, standing a little apart, but aiways en- 
grossed by the ways of people, always in sym- 
pathy with their striving in the world they did 
not make. 

‘‘He would brood for days over other people’s 
troubles, seldom his own,” said Vic Cohn, who 
worked with him on the University of Minne- 
sota’s daily newspaper, speaking of him after 
he died. 

Personal hardship had nothing to do with 
the feeling of world weariness which sometimes 
possessed him. His youth was fairly sheltered. 
30th his parents attended Waldorf College in 
Forest City, Iowa; both taught school for a 
time; his father was, and is, the operator of a 
loan company. 

“Even before Tom went to school, he talked 
about writing,’ Thomas Orlo Heggen, his father, 
said recently. “I bought him a typewriter — 
one of the first models—-as soon as he could 
handle it. When he was only four he turned 
out his own little newspaper which he distributed 
to the neighbors. 

“He studied printing in high school at Okla- 
homa City, Okla., learned to set type, wrote 
for his college newspaper. I’d say that a good 
deal of that early writing was in a serious, dry- 
humor vein.” | 

In his own conduct, there was a dry humor, 
too.

So amazed gasps arose from a 
women’s welfare conference the 
other day at Harrogate, Yorkshire, 
when a blond and attractive woman 
psychologist unexpectedly unleashed 
a 105-minute criticism of contem- 
porary feminine failings. 

“Too many women want to be 
partners with men one minute and 
then pets the next minute,”’ blasted 
Dr. Josephine Macalister Brew, a 
prominent London mental hygiene 
specialist. 

Displeasure showed on numerous 
faces, but Dr. Brew drove home her 
attack on what she termed the mis- 
taken thinking, or lack of thought, 
of many modern women. She accused 
them of practicing “‘emotional black- 
mail’’’on their husbands. 

“It’s terrible,”’ she said, ‘‘the way 
some women say, ‘I’ve given the best 
years of my life to you.’ Or, ‘You 
know I have a headache.’ Or, ‘I 
don’t know why I spend all my time 
working my fingers to the bone when 
you don’t appreciate it.’ ’

But the two people who had found a home 
continued to get along fine. One day Abram 
Barker unbent a little. 

“T’]] remember you in my will,” he told her. 
“I'm leaving everything to you.” 

“Oh, I don’t believe you,” Mrs. Lee shrugged, 
and went on with her work. 

She was wrong, that time. When Barker 
died in 1945, at the age of 84, a new will was 
found. It had been made back in 1941, after 
he had known Mrs. Lee for a year or so. It 
left her the entire fortune, less $5,000 for his 
handyman, and exactly £10 apiece to his sister 
and three nieces. Brown University wasn’t men- 
tioned. 

The sister had died. bit the nieces and the 
university sued to set aside that will in favor 
of the previons one. Probate Judge W. Frank 
3lanton upheld the suit. 

The covrt fond that “by reason of his said 
weak and dependent condition, he was rendered 
suggestible and easily susceptible to undue in- 
fluence,”’ although Judge Blanton conceded that 
he was probably in sound enough mental condi- 
tion to make a valid will. 

Mrs. Lee appealed, and the case went to the 
Circuit Court. Four jvdges, George E. Holt, 
Marshall C. Wiseheart, Charles O. Carroll and 


Vernon Hawthorne, heard the appeal. They 
issued a 20-nave opinion and court order. 
Said the judges: 
“From ovr review of the entire record we 
must conclude that if there ever was a case 


wherein the lower court misconceived and mis- 
construed the legal effect of the evidence before 
him, this is the case. If there ever was a case 
where there was no substantial evidence to sup- 
port the findings of the lower court, this is the 
case.”’ 

What about his weak and dependent condi- 
tion? Said the judges: 

“Abram Barker was a strong character. He 
had his way whether in the matter of a bill 
or the price of a piece of real estate . The 
record fails to disclose 
one single instance of 
undue influence, either 
by Mrs. Lee or Mr. Lee. 
No one had any 
influence with Abram 
Barker’ 

What about the claims 
of the nieces? Said the 
judges: 

“He had no close rela- 
tives: he had lived alone 
for more than 15 years 
vrior to the entry of the 
‘ees into his life, un- 
cared for, unloved, un- 
noticed, and unattended. 

“He died more than 
four years after the 
execution of the 1941 
will . . . four years dur- 
ing which he could have 
at any time, had he so 
desired in his peremp- 
tory, stubborn and hard- 
headed way, changed his 
will as he saw fit; four 
years in which his sister 
(up to the time of her 
death) and his nieces, if 
they had cared one bit 
for Abram Barker, could have ascertained the 
facts of which they so loudly complain today.” 

Was it logical that Abram Barker might 
wish to remember Mrs. Lee? 

Said the judges: 

‘For the first time in his life, Abram Barker 
had a home. He had a well-ordered, well- 
managed and well-run household. His needs and 
wants were promptly ang efficiently met, and al- 
though wealthy most of his life, for.the first 
time he could enact the role of ‘Lord of the 
Manor’,”’ 

The judges completely reversed the opinion 
of the lower court. They ordered that Barker’s 
estate, now valued at over $1,000,000, be turned 
over to Mrs. Lee, the woman who made a home 
for the crusty old man.

Gives New Hope 
to Others

T HAPPENED to Geraldine Puchaczewicz as it 
has to many another litile girl. The flames 
of the rubbish fire were pretty and she got 

too close. Her dress burs{ into flame, She ran 
home “creaming. Her mother ripped off her 
charred clothes, sent for a doctor and in a few 
minutes Geraldine was in an ambulance on her 
way to Providence Hospital in Detroit. 

The case looked hopeless. Doctors, knowing 
that few people survive with burns covering 
even half the body, noted that between 80 and 
85 per cent of Geraldine’s skin was scorched. 
They gave her 10 hours to live-—but they hadn't 
counted on several things—the unbelievable 
pluck and amazing vitality of the five-year-old 
girl, the inspiring devotion of her parents and 
the almost miraculous impact of ali the accumu- 
lated knowledge on the treatment of burns. 

The shock of a searing contact with flames 
can be counteracted today from many angles. 
Pain is alleviated by morphine, fear by. reas- 
surance, exhaustion by rest, cold by moderate 
warmth. Blood transfusions and plasma _in- 
fusions compensate for hemorrhages, dehydra- 
tion and loss of vital.fluids. Penicillin wards 
oif the constant danger of infection. Antihis- 
taminic drugs can mitigate damage to the kid- 
neys and other organs -caused by absorbed 
poisons from the burned tissues. Skin can be 
grafted for temporary and permanent repairs. 

At the outset, in Geraldine’s case, the hospital 
relied mainly on blood transfusions. Her par- 
ents, Mr. and Mrs. Frank Puchaczewicz, Detroit 
factory workers, and her nine-year-old brother, 


‘rank, Jr., contributed blood. So did many 
friends, | in a short time she was in debt 20 
pints to the hospital blood bank. 
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The Flames Were

Her parents remained alternately at her bed- 
side for the first eight days. After that they 
made six trips daily to encourage her and per- 
suade her to take a little nourishment. Their 
presence helped her over one crisis after another. 

When, to the astonishment of the doctors, 
she was alive at the end of a month, she was 
transferred to University Hospital at Ann Arbor. 
There a corps of experis under Dr. Robert Bux- 
ton, chief of the surgical staff, devoted many 
hours to prolonging a life that still seemed pre- 
cariously near the brink. 

Using a deft little device called a dermatome, 
they peeled off large strips of skin from the 
backs, stomachs and thighs of Frank and Stella 
Puchaczewicz and grafted them onto Geraldine’s 
body. The grafts, which were only a .-third of 
the thickness of the outer layer of skin, were 
not expected to remain permanently. Each lasted 
about a week, but they provided a temporary 
covering to cut down loss of body fluids. 

Meanwhile, permanent grafts were being 
made from the girl’s own skin, but the areas 
from which it could come were so pitifully small 
that the process took many weeks. Each time

the doctors would have to wait until the skin 
had grown back to its full thickness before they 
could peel off another layer. 

During all this time Geraldine lay spread- 


‘eagled on a bed, swathed in bandages held stiff 


by splints to prevent any movement. Neverthe- 
less, she remained cheerful and friendly, and 
her courage stimulated everyone around her to 
greater efforts. The nurses, even when off duty, 
were reluctant to leave her, 

Her parents’ devotion was equally touching. 
Loss of wages combined with heavy hospital and 
medical bills soon depleted their meagre savings, 
but, without complaining, they put their smal] 
house up for-sale. 

The case had attracted little attention until 
James T. Trainor, assistant city editor of the 
Detroit Times, learned about it while visiting 
his own daughter in the hospital where Ger- 
aldine was a patient. He gave it publicity which 
brought in thousands of dollars from individuals 
and from groups. 

A benefit dance was attended by 3,000 per- 
sons. An air show ‘raised more money. Em- 
ployes of the American Blower Corporation, 
where the father is employed, donated blood and 
money and later chipped in to pay for an air- 
conditioning unit in Geraldine’s room. 

By last February, after more than 100 trans-

fusions and dozens of-skin-grafting opera- 
tionsy Geraldine was able to return home. 
Her heaith was sound, even though her 
little body was still raw and red, her right 
ear and neck were badly disfigured and 
her head was inclined to one side. The 
other day she took her first step in more 
than a year. 

Eventually an operation will straighten 
her neck and plastic surgery will restore 
her features to their normal appearance. 
The expense of these and any other oper- 
ations that may be necessary will come 
out of a fund administered by a commu- 
nity organization. 

Dr. Buxton and Dr. Ross Hume, who also 
treated Geraidine, said they knew of no other 
instance in which a patient had recovered after 
such extensive burns. The case of three-year-old 
Mike Rector, however, provided still another 
indication that modern medicine can work won- 
ders for “hopeless” fire victims, particularly 
if they are young. 

Two playmates bound Mike hand and foot 
and set his clothes afire in an empty garage 
in Washington, D. C. When the ropes charred 
through, he staggered home with three-quarters 
of his body purned. 

The fight for Mike’s life in a Washington 
hospital closely paralleled the Detroit battle. He 
was given drugs to ease his pain and new blood 
to replace the body fluids that poured out of 
his raw flesh. Splints and bandages kept him 
immobile. Skin grafts taken from his father and 
seven other vclunteers provided temporary pro- 
tection. Billions of units of penicillin kept down 
infection. 

He had been expected to live only a few 
hours but his doctor reported the other day, 
seven months after his injury, that Mike would 
be home before very long. .

and Cranks 
With Ideas, Descended on the Heirs 
in Their Once-Peaceful Home. 
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By David Camelon 
and Harry Tarter 


HERE was a time—long ago, it seems now 
—when every American could dream, at 
least, of making his million. 

It was a good dream, then. It held a chal- 
lenging reality for suchglads as young Andrew 
Carnegie, working for $1 a week in a Scotch 
weaving mill. In America, he had heard, a man 
needed only his health and his two hands to 
find his fortune. 

Those were the assets Andrew Carnegie 
brought to America with him. By the time he 
died, on Aug. 11, 1919, he had made considerably 
more than $350,000,000—-his philanthropic gifts 


alone totalled close to $340,000,000. 


“Surplus wealth is a sacred trust,” the old 
ironmaster once said, ‘‘which its possessor is 
bound to administer in his lifetime for the good 
of the community from which it is derived.”’ 

But the America that Andrew Carnegie knew 

the old America of unbounded opportunity 
that made such a. fortune as his possible—was 
changing even before his death. 

In less than a score of years—-by the time 
his widow, Louise Whitfield Carnegie, died on 
June 24, .1946, that old America had vanished, 
perhaps forever. In the closing years of her 
life Mrs. Carnegie, for whom Carnegie provided 
generously long before he died, saw the end of 
an era. 

Today a man has little or no chance of 
making a million through the accumulation 
of ordinary income. Taxes have seen to that. 

There are some rare exceptions to the rule. 
Millionaires are being made today through the 
operation of the “capital gains” tax. A “capital 
gain’ is the profit you get from the sale of a 
‘capital asset,” and it is taxed at not more 
than 25 per cent, compared to the top income 
tax bracket of 91 per cent. (Under the 1948 tax 
law, a sliding scale of credits from 17% to 9.7% 
is allowed against the total tax.) 

If you own your own home, it’s a capital 
asset, and if you sell it at a profit, it’s a capital 
vain. If you own an oil well, that may be a 
capital asset—and if you sell the oil, it can be 
a “capital gain’’—as some Texas oil million- 
aires have learned to their profit. When General 
"isenhower sold his memoirs, the treasury ruled 
he’d sold a capital asset-—and his tax was re- 
ported to be only $125,000, instead of the ap- 
proximately $385,000 he’d have had to pay 
under the income tax law. 

But very few of us have “capital assets” of 
this nature. And even the Texas oil millionaires 
will have trouble passing their fortunes on to 
their children. Inheritance taxes will take care 
of that. 

What has happened to taxes in the score of 
vears since Carnegie passed away? 

It started, even before his death, with the 
income tax. The first permanent federal income 
tax was imposed in 1913. It was small at first-—— 
the “normal” rate was 1 per cent, with a sur- 
tax of 1/6th per cent on incomes above $20,000. 
The tax rose during World War I. Normal 
rates reached 12 per cent, and the surtax went 
to 65 per cent on incomes: over $1,000,000. The 
tax eased off some after World War I; the low- 
est normal bracket dropped to 1! per cent, 
and the top surtax went down to 20 per cent. 
Even that wasn’t too bad——-nothing like the top 
of 91 per cent that surtax brackets were to 
reach by 1944. 


OF lon daernenge in 1916, the year that Hetty 
Green, the tight-fisted, tyrannical “Queen of 
Wall Street,” died—-something new was added: 
the first permanent federal estate tax. 

It wasn’t anything to worry about—not at 
the beginning. It didn’t take much of a bite out 
of the fortune, estimated at anything from $67.,- 
000,000 to $100,000,000, that Hetty left to her 
son, Col. Ned Green, and her daughter, Mrs. 
Sylvia Wilks. 

Nor was it, actually, a new tax. The federal 
government had tried, and abandoned the idea 
before 1900; and at least one state had an in- 
heritance tax before the Civil War. By 1926, 
however, the federal estate tax had become 
something to reckon with. New rates were 
adopted in that year, with a schedule of taxes 
ranging from 1 to 20 per cent on estates. 

After 1926, the federal estate tax rates 
climbed swiftly. By 1936, when Hetty’s son, 
Colonel Ned, died, the maximum rate was 70 per 
cent—-a rate which remained unchanged until 
‘941, when the present rates, with a top of 77 
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per cent, were adopted. 

When Ned Green died, his estate was esti- 
mated at about $36,000,000—on which he paid 
federal estate taxes of $17,520,987. Four states 
claimed the right to their own inheritance taxes 
—and their total claims, together with federal 
taxes, amounted to a million and a half dollars 
more than the estate itself. Courts finally ruled 
that Massachusetts alone was entitled to collect 
—and that state took an estimated $4,947,008. 

Things had changed, indeed, from the time 
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Almost a Billion and a Morgan 
Could Buy a Yacht. Times 
Have Changed.

—only 20 years before—-when his mother 
could pass on her whole fortune, untouched by 
the federal tax collector. 

Things had changed, too, since the time 
when J. Pierpont Morgan was able to build— 
and operate—his $2,500,000 yacht, Corsair. But 
even the fabulous Morgan had his respect for 
the inheritance taxes. 

In 1935, he began selling many of his col- 
lection of rare paintings and miniatures, ex- 
plaining that he wanted to protect his heirs 
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MILLION — -

from “buying them back” from the government 
after his death. By that, he said, he meant that 
he wanted his estate to be in “manageable” or 
“liquid” condition at the time of his death-—and 
he explained that he knew he “couldn't last 
much longer.”’ 

What Morgan feared was a condition that 
has often plagued the heirs of rich men. Inheri- 
tance taxes must be paid in cash-—-and often 
heirs have been forced to sacrifice homes, ob- 
jects of art, securities—even a share of pros- 
perous businesses—in order to get cash to pay 
the taxes. 

For the same reason, on April 1, 1940, Mor- 
gan changed the name of his banking house— 
one of the largest private banks in the world— 
to J. P. Morgan & Co., Inc., and became chair- 
man of the board of directors instead of senior 
partner. It was reported that the firm was in- 
corporated because, aS a partnership, inheri- 
tance taxes on the estates of deceased partners 
might make it difficult to keep the bank’s work- 
ing capital intact. 

At about the same time, he sold the Cor- 
sair to the British government for a reportedly 
nominal price. 

Generally speaking, under the specific ex- 
emptions allowed today, there are no federal 
estate taxes on a net estate of $60,000 or less— 
and, under the community property provisions 
of the 1948 revenue act, if a decedent was mar- 
ried, and left half or more of his estate to his 
wife, there’d be no federal tax on an estate of 
$120,000 or less. 

The law is consistent, as regards the com- 
munity property provision. Since the income tax 
provisions allow a wife to report half of her 
husband’s income as though it were her own— 
thus bringing the total income tax into lower 
brackets—it considers that anything she in- 
herits from her husband—up to half his estate 
—was already hers for 
tax purposes. 

But the government oF 
gets the taxes in the 
end—for when the 


widow dies, her estate Re le 
must pay taxes- if she All as 
leaves it to her chil- ait : 
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dren, to friends, or to other non-exempt indi- 
viduals or organizations. 

That is a seneral principle. It must be pointed 
out, however, that no article such as this can be 
taken as a complete guide to the inheritance 
tax law. Only a lawyer and a tax expert can 
Straighten. out any particular estate. 

Let’s see what has happened to the estates 
of some famous Americans since 1930: 

The estate of the late Senator James Couzens 
of Michigan, who died Oct. 22, 1936, was heavily 
hit by the mounting rates. He founded his 
fortune by investing $2,500 with Henry Ford in 
1903. Years later he sold out to Henry Ford 
for $30,000,000. When he died his estate was 
estimated at $34,119,537, much of it in govern- 
ment bonds. Before his death he had given more 
than $32,000,000 to charities. 

Federal taxes were estimated at $19,621,921 
on the balance. State inheritance taxes were 
$4,567,811, but they were deductible from the 
federal tax. 

Since Couzens, known as the “richest man 
in Congress,’ died without making a will, under 
Michigan law his widow received one-third of 
the estate, and each of four children one-sixth. 

There was one way that a man could alleviate 
the crushing taxes on his estate. He could give 
away all, or part of it. He might make the gift 
an outright one before his death—or he could 
leave it, in his will, to an accepted educational, 
charitable or scientific trust or organization, in 
which latter case there would be no federal tax. 

From 1926 to 1932 there was no federal gift 
tax. A man could freely give away as much as 
he wanted to to his children, or to anyone else. 
There was one hitch to that, however; the 
internal revenue bureau might rule that he had 
made the gift in anticipation of death, and 
impose an estate tax on the gift. 

In 1932, Congress enacted a gift tax (there 
had been one adopted once before, in 1924, which 
was repealed in 1925.) The tax was set at three- 
fourths of the estate tax, and the ratio has re- 
mained the same. : 


: ight the tax situation had reached, almost 
literally, the point at which a man couldn’t 
afford to keep his money—and couldn’t afford to 
give it away; although many chose gifts as a 
means of putting their fortunes to the most ef- 
fective use. 

Andrew W. Mellon, who died on Aug. 26, 


1937, was one of. those. His personal estate was 


estimated at $37,000,000—-but be had given away 
many more millions during his life. His will 
made no mention of his children, Paul Mellon 
and Mrs. David E. K. Bruce, because, as his 


attorney, D. D. Shepard, said they “already had ; 


been adequately provided for.” 


Apart from bequests totalling $180,000 to 


personal servants and office attaches, his estate 
was added (tax free) to the funds he had pre- 
viously given to the A. W. Mellon educational 
and charitable trust, which he organized in 1930. 


By June 8, 1947, the report of the trustees ~ 
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showed that the trust had distributed more than 
$78,000,000: and that the balance, put ac >J2,- 
416,459, was to be disposed of in 15 years. 
A year later, the Mellon trust gave the Univer- 
sity of Pittsburgh $13,600,000 for a new gradu- 
ate school of public health. 

The pattern for giving had been established 
by John D. Rockefeller, Sr., as well as by Carne- 
gie, long before income, inheritance, or gift 
taxes had been enacted. At its peak, his fortune 
may have approached $900,000,000. By the time 
he died in 1937, his will disposed of an estate 
Valued at no more than $26,410,837, 


LL the rest ‘of that vast fortune he had given 

away during his lifetime, in benefactions and 
settlements upon his children and grandchildren. 
The chief beneficiary under the final codicil of 
his will became his granddaughter, Mrs. Mar- 
garet Strong de Cuevas. The codicil read: 

“IT am setting up this trust for the benefit of 
my granddaughter and her descendants, to the 
exclusion of my other grandchildren and their 
descendants, because when the time came that I 
felt it wise to place upon my children the respon- 
sibility of owning and administering substantial 
sums, and for that purpose made large gifts to 
or for them, my oldest daughter, Bessie, the 
mother of my granddaughter, Margaret, was not 
living.”’ 

By the time of his death, his total philan- 
thropies reached $530,000,000, and his son, 
John D., Jr., by 1948, had given another $220,- 
000,000, and it seemed certain that, before the 
Rockefeller story was finished, the gifts would 
exceed $1,000,000,000. 

Yet, out of the $26,410,837, John D. Rocke- 
feller, Sr., had left, it was estimated that state 
and federal taxes took $16,630,000. 

The late Joseph Medill Patterson, publisher 
of the New York Daily News, was another of 
those who accumulated a fortune before the 
days of mounting income taxes. When he died 
on May 26, 1946, his estate was estimated at 
$11,086,052. Federal estate taxes were close to 
$7,000,000—and state taxes, deducted from the 
federal taxes, were put at $1,571,210 in a tax 
appraisal filed in the Westchester County Sur- 
rogate’s Court at White Plains, N. Y., in 1949. 

His widow, Mrs. Mary Kling Patterson, and 
their son, James Patterson, shared one-third of 
the estate; and three daughters by a previous 
marriage, Mrs. Elinor M. P. Baker of Greenwich, 
Conn., Mrs. Alicia P. Guggenheim of Port Wash- 
ington, L. IL, and Mrs. Josephine N. P. Reeve of 
Chicago shared the remaining two-thirds. 

If Patterson, during his life, had made sub- 
stantial gifts to his wife and children—and if 
he had been able to satisfy the internal revenue 
bureau that the gifts were not made in anticipa- 
tion of death—-then as much as a quarter of 
the total taxes might have been saved. 

It was a month, almost to the day, after 
the death of Patterson, that Mrs. Andrew Car- 
negie, widow of the famous steel-maker and 
philanthropist, died. Two years later, an ap- 
praisal filed with state tax authorities showed 
that her estate, after payment of funeral and 
administration costs, and 
debts, amounted to $19,- 
098,104. 

She made charitable be- 
quests of $2,515,000. But

YRON HARRIS looked out of the window 
of his Oakland, Calif., law office and 
sighed. His fourth marriage had failed— 

and it appeared that his wife, Elizabeth, or 
‘Buffy” as she was known, was going to make 
it difficult for him to win a divorce. 

He had a diary in which he had kept a rec- 
ord of his troubles with Elizabeth. Nevertheless, 
he decided he needed additional evidence. 

The 60-year-old attorney thought of Rose 
Stephens, pretty 38-year-old private investigator, 
known professionally as “Reno Rosie.”’ 

He had Known the private detective since his 
father, T. W. Harris, presiding judge of Almeda 
County Superior Court, sponsored Rosie’s appli- 
cation for a detective license. 

A telephone call brought the investigator to 
Harris’ office and he gave her instructions. For 
weeks she shadowed “Buffy”. Harris, seeking 
evidence which would aid her client to win his 
divorce.

the last outpost they had slipped by more than 
1,200 Peralte men. There two guards challenged 
Hanneken personally. 

The Marine immediately opened fire with two 
revolvers. Button sprayed the bandits with fire. 
Francois shouted: 

“There is Charlemagne, my captain.” 

At the sound of his name, Peralte spun about. 
But Hanneken’s guns riddled him before he could 
fire. Hanneken crawled to the bandit chieftain’s 
Side and, finding him dead, dragged the body 
behind a large rock. 

All that night Hanneken and his men guarded 
Charlemagne’s body and fought off persistent 
counterattacks. At dawn, the body was loaded 
onto a donkey and carried along a difficult moun- 
tain path. At last Hanneken’s party reached 
Grand Riviere where the entire population was 
out to see the end of Charlemagne Peralte. A 
few days later his body was buried beneath the 
concrete entrance of Marine headquarters. 

Shortly afterwards Sergeant Hanneken was 
commissioned a second lieutenant. He had to 
wait many months, however, before he and Corp. 
Button could go to Washington to receive from 
President Wilson the Congressional Medal of 
Honor. One of Peralte’s lieutenants, Joseph 
Osiris, sought to avenge -his general’s death and 
rallied the scattered bandits. 

Osiris was even more bloodthirsty than Chare- 
lemagne but he was far less wily. His raids on 
villazes almost decimated the male population, 
Again Hanneken was ordered: 

“Get Osiris.” 

For five months Hanneken trailed the bandit 
chief, harassing his prey at every turn, waiting 
his chance for a foray right into the camp of 
Osiris. At last the chance came. 

Osiris had camped in Central Haiti. He 
believed he had, at least for the moment, given 
the slip to his pursuer. _That’s when Hanneken 
struck. After surrounding Osiris’ camp, Hanne- 
ken slipped through the outposts and was upon 
Osiris before he realized an attack was under 
way: His riddled body was broqught out the 
same way as his predecessor’s. 

Thus was broken the back of the revolt 
in Haiti and Hanneken received the Navy 


Cross to wear alongside his Meal of Honor. 

Manneken attended the Marine Corps school 
at uantico, and later served with the 6th 
\.arine Regiment in Pravil. Then fate tapped 
him again. In 1928 he was sent to Nicaragua. 

The Marines’ had been engaved in a jungle 
battle with the Nicaraguan bandit chief, General 
Augusto Sandino. More important, however, to 
the Marines was General Manvel Jiron, Sandino’s 
chief of staff, a brilliant soldier whose military 
tactics had given the Second 
Brigade much trouble. 

Hanneken, then a first lieutenant, was im- 
mediately assigned to head a patrol to take 
Jiron, dead or alive. Deep into the jungle Han- 
neken led his small band of Marines and located 
Jiron’s camp. 

Under cover of darkness, Hanneken and his 
patrol slipped into the camp, silently subdued a 
sentry and Jiron’s aide, bound and gagged the 
bandit general and moved out of the camp with- 
out a shot being fired. 

Sandino learned that his 
chief of staff had been captured 
when the news was flashed over 
the radio the following day.

ANNEKEN received a cluster 
for his Navy Cross after 
that exploit and returned to the United Siates 
When peace was resiored in the Cen.ral Ameri- 
can republic. 

The amazing bandit catcher lived the routine 
peace-time life of a Marine until the Japanese 
atiacked Pearl Harbor. At that time, having 
served 28 years in the Corps, Hanneken’s rank 
was lieutenant-colonel. He was pluced in com- 
mand of the famed 7th Marines. 

Forty-nine years of age, still as hard as nails, 
Hanneken’s fearlessness in action and genius of 
leadership won him the Silver Star for his ac- 
tions in one particularly fierce engagement on 
Guadalcanal. 

Later at Peleliu he was awarded the Legion 
of Merit and-received his Bronze Star at Cape 
Gloucester. 

When the war ended, Hanneken returned to 
the United States and for three years served as 
chief of. staff of a Troop Training Unit. In 
mid-1948 he was promoted to brigadier general 
and retired. 

Always relucta-t to discuss his amazing 
exploits, he only said in true Marine fashion: 
“Let the record speak.”

Gambling, Drinking and Clandestine Ro- 
mances, Experts Say, Are the Motives 
Behind Most Crimes of Embezzlement 


By Galvin O’Brien 


N ATTRACTIVE, well-groomed widow of 36 faced the judge 

in a Chicago courtroom. 

She folded and unfolded a damp handkerchief as the clerk 
droned the charges—embezzlement of $18,200 from the finance com- 
pany where she had been a faithful employe for more than ten years. 

Why had she embezzled? When had she started? How had she 
accomplished the thefts? 

It had been a man, she said. Three months after she met him 
she began to steal so he could live in a fashionable hotel. It had 
been easy. She handled all collections and ledgers and, being a trusted 
employe, no one suspected. She doctored accounts and juggled figures 
to cover her defalcations. Like many other embezzlers, her thefts 
were discovered when she left for a vacation. 

She pleaded guilty to the embezzling charge and was released on 
bond. Immediately she rejoined her lover and they fled. Police traced 
them to Huntington, L. I., but there lost the trail. At the time of 
this writing—four years later—they were still at large. 

The conduct of this trusted worker raises a number of interesting 
questions about crimes of this class. 

Just what general type of people embezzle from their employers? 

Why do they embezzle’? 

What actually happens to them? 

According to the Continental Casualty Co., of Chicago, which 
recently conducted a widespread survey of embezzlers, 93 per cent 
were men. The principal causes of misappropriations were gambling, 
drink, ‘‘the other woman,” accumulation of debts in “keeping up with 
the Joneses,” and stock speculations. 

Where women were involved they usually blamed living beyond 
their means, debts, men, gambling and dependents. 

The average age of dishonest employes was 35. They’ had worked 
with the same firm for more than ten years before they began to steal. 
When the theft was finally discovered after an average of a little more 
than three years, the defendant was seldom able to make restitution. 
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A typical case involved a 41-year-old cashier bookkeeper em-

to a friend to invest for her. The investment failed.

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An audit of her books showed the hospital 
had been robbed of $6,500. 

She learned of the’ investigation. Before 
police could arrest her, she went to a hotel, 
wrote an apology and leaped to her death. 

In Nevada, a 45-year-old widow was arrested 
on charges of taking $13,742 from the finance 
company where she had worked for 12 years. 
Also a stockholder in the firm, she drew $200 
a month and lived quietly and inexpensively. 

In a routine check of her books the fraud 
was discovered. She admitted the theft and 
said she gave most of the money to the leader 
of a cult. She called him her “apostle of truth.” 
An investigation disclosed that the leader spent 
the embezzled money—on another woman in 
California. 

A cashier for a New York City trucking firm 
was a trusted employe for years before his em- 
ployers heard stories of his fashionable Upper 
Icast Side apartment and his gay parties at var- 
ious nightclubs. The clerk was in his late 39s, 
single and had never been in trouble. His 
salary was around $3,000 a year.

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his apartment police found a large wardrobe of 
9150 suits and topcoats. Nightclub captains said 
he had been a frequent party-thrower, posing 
as a member of the Imperial Russian family. 
Despite the evidence compiled against him, 
the bookkeeper maintained he took the money 
to provide necessities for relatives in Russia. 
Another case involved a 3l-year-old Oregon 
woman, a bookkeeper and cashier for a firm for 
more than ten years. Her salary averaged $145 
a month. She maintained an expensive apart- 
ment, owned an automobile and had an extensive 
wardrobe. Still her employers were not 
Suspicious. , 
Her books were investigated only after they 
learned she had advanced a fellow employe 
$1,000 to pay his debts. The wife of the fellow 
employe heard about the loan, grew suspicious 
and informed the company. An audit of the 
company books revealed a shortage of $23,735.57. 
Confronted with the evidence she admitted the 
large theft and said she accomplished it over a 
three-year period through manipulations of ac- 
counts over which she had entire control.

years later, when she was caught, an audit 
showed she had taken $1,363.94.’ 

What happens to most embezzlers? 

According to a survey of ‘1001’ Embezzlers”’ 
made by the U. S. Fidelity and Guaranty Co., of 
Baltimore, three per cent committed suicide and 
two per cent absconded and were never cap- 
tured. A high percentage of the remainder 
served prison terms. 

Most insurance companies agree that many 
embezzlers could be caught in the early stages 
through a simple system of checks. They say 
all employes who handle money should be re- 
quired to take their regular vacations, regardless 
of whether they want to or not. Most cefaults 
show up during vacations or periods of illness 
of the regular bookkeepers or cashiers. Duties 
of collection and ledger entries should be 
divided. Although overtime working is com- 
mendable, the books of those who insist on 
doing it day after day should be checked.

Early in 1897, advertisements appeared in 
newspapers in Pennsylvania, New Jersey and 
New York, offering assistance to women patients. 
These advertisements, adroitly worded to Keep 
within the law, were inserted by the ‘Wilson 
Chemical Company,’ whose headquarters were 
in Philadelphia. 

The illegal enterprise prospered. Soon Wil- 
son moved to a house on Seventh St., and. con- 
tinued to thrive there, as well as at a bungalow 
north of town on the Delaware River. Mean- 
while he acquired a new wife who, in 1903, bore 
him a daughter, Vera. 

During nine years in that house on Seventh 
St., Wilson, although known to enjoy a large 
practice Among women, never reported a birth or 
death. He kept records of his own, however. 

In those records he identified his patients by 
initials, or by giving the occupations of their 
husbands or fathers. He made a few notes, too, 
on what happened to them and how much he

in the introduction of our goods. We figure this 
plan will be more effective than the heavy ad- 
vertising usually considered necessary for the 
introduction of anything new. This alone shows 
that we have the utmost confidence in our brew. 
“If you find the sample to your liking and 
can conscientiously recommend our ale to your 
patients, we request that you fill in and return 
the enclosed blank. ; 
“Our ale will be on the market in July. Its 
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keeping quality is excellent, and you will notice 
very little fermentation upon opening the bottle. 

“N.B. All ale should be kept cool and in a 
vertical position for a few hours before using.” 

On the afternoon of that same day, an ex- 
press messenger delivered the sample bottle, en- 
cased in a small wooden box. With it was the 
return blank bearing the name of the brewing 
company. The blank read: 

“Gentlemen: I have tried your ‘S — Ale’ 
and it meets with my approval.

On Monday morning, Coroner Rush Jermon 
received. the following typewritten letter in a 
large square envelope which had been mailed 
Saturday at Bristol, Pa.; a small town on the 
railroad between Philadelphia and Trenton, N. J. 

“Dear Mr. Coroner 

“T want to write you regarding the death of 
sDr. W. H. Wilson. . 
~ “In some way he induced my wife to become 
a patient of his. As a result of poisonous injec- 
tions he used, she died a few weeks ago. In 
“order to protect her name I did not give the last 
fattending physician all the facis, and she was 
‘buried with another cause assigned. 

“To rid the community of this wholesale 

killer, I have removed him like a weed from a 
garden. 
* “T was in the printing business in a small 
‘way in a suburban town a few years ago and 
‘had a few fonts of card printing type left. Also 
a small press. The printing was doné entirely 
by myself. I bought~-one additional character 
of type. 

“Now that this service to the community is 
rendered ard the death of my dear wife ave>oved, 
Iam going to quit this part of the worid. ~ Con't 
think yoy will ever find me but I don’t care much 
what happens anyhow. 

“My only regret is the grief caused his wife 
and child but I believe they are better off with- 


death in the hospital. 

Coroner Jermon soon discovered that, as the 
writer had stated, there were two red wax seals, 
each stamped with a large ‘‘S,” on the neck of 
the bottle. 


He discovered that the “one additional ch@y- 


acter of type” referred to the 36-point Stuyve*’ 


Sant initial ‘“S’’ stamped on the seals. 

Dr. William W. Wadsworth, chief physician 
at the coroner’s office for 30 years, performed an 
autopsy that Monday afternoon, without being 
told about the anonymous letter, and reported 
that death had been due to nearly a grain of 
cyanide of potassium, one of the deadliest poisons 
known to science. He said that the ale still in 
the bottle, about eight ounces, contained enough 
cyanide to kill a number of persons. 

Jermon learned about the complimentary 
sample, and the promotional letter. He checked 
with the brewing firm, which immediately pro- 
nounced the whole thing a forgery. 

It now became obviots that his crime had 
been the calculated accomplishment of an ex- 
tremely clever person. He had worked out his 
scheme with great patience and attention to 
detail seldom encountered in criminal cases. 

He had probably known that the brewing 
firm, which made excellent beer, had never 
brewed ale, and that the sample would be likely 
to interest anyone with a taste for that type of 
beverage, 

He must have found out that Wilson would 
be attracted by the idea of getting a regular 
supply of good brew at no expense to himself, 
simply by signing and mailing the card of en- 
dorsement. 


ORONER JERMON studied. the: communica- 

tions and saw that thev contained nota 
Single error in typing or spelliny. Nor was tere 
anv handwriting; the name of the brewing corn- 
pany had been placed on tbe packaze in the 
form of a printed label, and the name and aa- 
dress of the intended victim had been printed 
With type. The types used had been the kind to 
be found in any small job printing shon. 

since- the murcerer apparently wished the 
world to Know what sort of man Wilson had 
been, and just why he had been exterminated, 
Jermon decided not to make the letters public, 
at least for the time being. He hoped that this 
maneuver would impel the man to write again, 
and thus give further clues to his identity and 
whereabouts. 

The first communication, the one announcing 
the new brand of ale, had been mailed from the 
West Philadelphia postal station at one a. m., 
June 23, but no one remembered seeing the 
sender. 

He had, however, been seen at the office of 
the Philadelphia Local Express Company on N, 
13th St. Frederick Buckman, a clerk there, de- 
scribed the man as being about 40 years old, 
clean-shaven, neatly dressed, and wearing a black 
derby. 

He had been seen at the Keystone Type Foun- 
dry at North and Spruce Sts. William Olmstead, 
a foreman, recalled that a man similar to the 
person described by the express clerk had called 
at the foundry on June 17 and ordered a 36-point 
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out him. I say let those who live by poison die 
by poison. . 

“This letter is true in every detail, and to 
prove that I am the person who attended to the 
matter I will tell you that the ale contained 
cyanide and that there were two seais with 
letters on the neck of the bottle. 

“By the time you get this on Monday morn- 
ing, I will be far from here. The town, by the 
way, from which this is mailed, is not the one in 
which I was in business. Yours truly, 

“An outraged husband and father.”’ 

Now, as Coroner Jermon well knew, every 
widely publicized murder brings forth commu- 
nications of this type from persons who have 
no connection whatever with the crime. 


But this had not-—as yet—been publicized 
as a murder. 
Nothing had appeared in the newspapers 


about cyanide. No description of the ale bottle 
had been published; indeed, no one had as yet 
seen the bottle except Mrs. Wilson and the cor- 
oner’s chief investigator, Frank Paul. The angle 
featured in the first accounts had been the dis- 
appearance of Wilson’s diamond stickpin some- 
ume between his seizure in his home and his

Stuyvesant capital “S.’’ He had returned for it 
the next morning, paying Olmstead 15 cents. 

Two other persons, it appeared, had seen the 
same man, though only briefly. 

James Herron, station agent at Bristol, said 
a man, hatless and coatless and carrying a 
square-shaped envelope, had jumped off a local 
north-bound train shortly before 1 p. m., Satur- 
day, the 27th, the day after Wilson died. He had 
dropped the letter in the station mail box, then 
climbed back aboard the train just as it pulled 
out for Trenton, where it made connections witi 
a through train to New York. 

Herron’s story led to the discovery that, only 
q few minutes earlier, the man had purchased a 
ticket to New York at Torresdale, a small station 
between Philadelphia and Bristol. James Drake, 
the ticket-seller at the station, said the man, 
wearing a black derby, bought the ticket just a 
few minutes before the north-bound train pulled 
in. The derby had been particularly noticeable 
because of the prevajling heat wave that week. 

Now another communication arrived. 

It had been mailed at Back Bay station, Bos- 
ton, on Monday, the 29th, and reached Coroner 
Jermon on Wednesday. It read:

There was no doubting.that this letter had 
been written on the same typewriter used in the 
previous communicatiens....Defects of one kind 
or anether established that, 2mong other things, 
the small “e’’ was worn down: and out of line. 

Still the coroner withheld the letters in the 


~ expectation that more would follow., ft seemed 


about the only hope, although. there was still 
the chance of tracking down the killer through 
a check of physicians and women patients who 
had died. 


OWEVER, that letter:-from Boston proved to 

be the last one.. Obviously, Mr. Outraged 
Husband knew when to ‘stop. 

Coroner Jermon couid make no further prog- 
ress. The newspapers demanded that the police 
be put in full charge of the investigation, for 
there had been no inques as Yet, and no official 
report to the detective bureau, 

This forced the coroner s-hand, and on July 3 
the documents were made public. 

Immediately the mystery became a nation- 
wide sensation. It was hited that when the 
break came, the resultante®evelations \oulc be 


nothing short of seandaipi. Wut ther: was 
no break, and no repergussions.. The ‘s.ayer 
remained anonymous. .° 

Detectives undertookta house-to-house °neck- 
up of all families where a mother hac entiy 
died. They checked with physicians anc ‘ -cer- 


ta'ters, investigated numerous printers in Phila- 
delphia, New York and Boston, even though there 
really was no way of knowigmg just where the 
printer—-if he. was a printer—and his wife—if 
there was a wife—had lived. 3 

Railroads, hdtels, boarding houses, etc., were 
asked to be on the lookout. Ali to no’avail. What 
had been planned as a crime without a flaw 
remained So. j 

The usual crank letters arrived, but it was 
easy to tell them from the real thing. The 
abusive, largely incoherent crank letters bore no 


resemblance to the calm and balanced com- 
munications from the real killer, 
The inquest was finally held on July 10. Mrs. 


Wilson told of the delivery of the bottle of ale, 
her husband’s drinking. of it, and how he at once 
suspected poison. 

She related that, just before he collapsed, he 
told her to “Put a sip of this in your mouth 
and spit it out quick, without letting any go 
down your throat.’ She had done so, she said, 
and the ale had a peculiar taste that made her 
nouth sting. She said Wilson’s last words had 
been, “Don’t let anything happen to that bottle!” 

After testfmony by investigators and. chem- 
ical experts, the jury returned the expected ver- 
dict: death by cyanide of potassium poisoning at 
the hands of a person or persons unknown,

What remained then could amount only to 
speculation. 

Where did the man go after he mailed that 
letter at Back Day station, Boston? What did 
he do? How did he feel? | 


OW DID he spend his remaining days? Did 

he return to his former community and re- 
sume his normal mode of life, or did he become 
a lonely, possibly remorseful, wanderer? 

If he had been a person of no particular im- 
portance, did he remain so? 

He had written that he intended to quit the 
place where he had lived and where, presumably, 
he had been fairly well known. However, for 
him to have done that might have been the one 
nistake that murderers theoretically always 
make, It seems more likely’ that he returned 
before anyone might begin to wonder what had 
become of him. 

All this happened more than 40 years ago. 
3y this time he has probably taken the secret 
to his grave.

Islands, an idyllic chain of. coral 
atols -in-—the—Indian—Ocean— which 


some discriminating travelers call 
‘the last bits of paradise on earth.” 

The sky overhead is a brilliant 
blue. Exotic fish swarm in the ad- 
joining waters. The wind- in the 
pa.ms sings of peace and content- 
ment. 

Vith skv, sea and sun thus work- 
ing their magic, the news a battered 
trading schooner brought the other 
day to Singapore, 1,300 miles to the 
northeast, sounded almost unbeliev- 


able. 
several hundred of Cocos’ population 


The, schooner reported that 


of 2,000 already have emigrated, 
while many more are restless. 

Trouble had broken out in 
““paradise.”’ 

Patches of tropical perfection no 
longer are sufficient for the light- 
hearted Malays who inhabit the 
coral islands and acknowledge as 
their King 20-year-old John Clunies- 
Ross—one of the few white men 
still to rule a Pacific native popula- 
tion. 


HE discontent of so many subiects 

must have been a great shock 
to the boyish King John, who in- 
herited his crown at 16 from his 
father, 70-year-old John Sydney 
Clunies-Ross. 

The latter, more easily icentified 
as Ross IV, died of a heart attack 
when Japanese air raiders thundered 
over his 14-room teakwood palace 
during the war. 


The young king had mounted 


the throne with idealistic notions 
of doing even more for the islanders 
than his father had accomplished 
before him. 

Among other benefits, the young 
John wished to lower the Cocos re- 
tirement age from 65 to 60 and to 
introduce metal currency instead of 
the bone discs and royalty-indorsed 
strips of sheepskin which hitherto 
served as money. 

But John’s burgeoning New Deal 
and even the island’s basic economy 
appear to have collapsed under the 
impact of an unexpected factor— 
too many babies.

The stork kept flying in and the 
population rose from 1,100 to 2,000 
during a period when, due to war 
conditions, the copra market on 
which Cocos’ solvency depends was 
more or less dead. 

The outcome was’ that Cocos, 
whose. copra commerce is sufilicient 
to support only 1,000 people, found 
itself with a tremendous population 
surplus after the war, while the 
copra market still was unstable. 

For a time there were merely 


complaints. Then several hundred 
islanders, eager for a better stand- 
ard of living than overcrowded 


Cocos could support, shoved off for 


plantation jobs in North Borneo, 
Singapore and Christmas Islands. 
More are eager to embark at the 
first opportunity, despite a_ stern 
anti-emigration policy. maintained 
by over a century of Rosses. The 
benevolent white Kings, anxious to 
safeguard their people from outside 
discontent, nave held repeatedly 
that any natives leaving the islands 
will never be permitied to return. 
Such an overcrowding of Cocos

would have sounded like sheerest 
fantasy when John Clunies-Ross I 
in 1827 claimed the chain of atolis 
for himself and George IV of. Eng- 
land. 

When this adventurer from Scot- 
land landed, the islands were almost 
barren of vegetation and were ten- 
anted only by repulsive land crabs 
and tree-climbing -rats. Ross I 
Sailed away to file his claim and 
arran’e to import labor. He re- 
turned to find that another English- 
man, Alexander Hare, had moved in 
with Malay slaves and a harem. 

Words failed to budge Hare and 
his harem, so Ross I sent for a 
British warship. Hare and his 
retinue promptly fled. 


HX farsighted Ross made _ the 

islands prosper and his descend- 
ants likewise advanced the fortunes 
of Cocos. 

All married white wives except 
the second monarch, whose bride was 
a royal princess from Sulu, and ali 
sent their children to Britain to be 
educated. 

But now it seems an impasse has 
been reached in Cocos’ fortunes. 
Will new crops, perhaps new indus- 
tries, help the present lord rescore 
the crumbling Cocos economic bal- 
ance and keep his subjects at home?

Allen claimed that their home life 
was happy—‘‘about average, but 
satisfactory,’ he said—-until his wife 


met Carpenter, when she became in- 
different to her own husband. 


RS. ALLEN, married to Allen 

for 12 years and the mother of 
five children ranging in age from two 
to 11 years, testified that her hus- 
band had treated her badly since 
1946. Not only had he struck her 
several times, once throwing her to 
the floor, she said, but he had been 
infatuated with another woman. 

She acknowledged that when 
she met Carpenter and fell in love 
with him, she lost interest in her 
husband, being ‘‘tired of playing sec- 
ond fiddle to a herd of cows,’’ but 
denied that Carpenter had _ ever 
urged her to leave her husband. On 
the contrary, she said, Carpenter 
had convinced her to stay with Allen 
for the sake of the children. 

The love song was set to ‘“‘bor- 
rowed” music, and she called it ‘““Ode 
to the Jacksons.” The Jacksons, she 
claimed, were fictitious people, 
typical of those in the community. 
The song was supposed to be ‘‘com- 
posed by the Mrs. and dedicated to 
the Mr.” and had nothing to do with 
Carpenter, she said. Mrs. Allen ad- 
mitted sending ‘a copy to Carpenter, 
but couldn’t recall having sung it 
to him. 

After deliberating for three 
hours, the jury brought in a verdict 
—they awarded Allen $1000.

PROFESSOR SAMUEL 
NOAH KRAMER, of the 
University of Pennsylvania, 
recently wrote >a scientific 
report, based on a day 
taken from a schoolboy’s 
diary. In problems and 
complaints and reactions, 
it was typical of 
many a boy—it 
might have been 
written by your 
own or the 
youngster next 
door. 

“T told my 
mother I must 
not be late for 
school tomor- 
row.” the boy 
wrote, “or my 
teacher will cane — 
me.”

breaking a piece of school- 
room equipment. He com- 
plained about his difficulties 
with reading and writing 
and about the heavy assign- 
ment of written and oral 
work. When he arrived 
home—he took his lunch, 
which consisted of two 
rolls, to school—he made a

bid for his mother’s sym- 
pathy by telling her how 
tired his studying had 
made him. 

The only difference 
between this diary and one 
that might be written by 
the kid next door is—first, 
a little matter 
of 4,000 years, 
and second, 
that the read- 
ing and writing 
studied by the 
youthful diar- 
ist was cunei- 
form, done 
with a stylus 
on clay tablets. 

The diary, 
translated by 
Professor Kra- 
mer from a 
cuneiform tab- 
let found in 
Nippur in the 
lTigris-Eu- 
phrates Valley, 
was written bv 
a Sumarian 
schoolboy back 
around 2000 B.C. 

When Professor Kramer 
read the excerpts to the 
American Oriental Society 
at its 159th annual meeting 
at New Haven, Conn., a 
few weeks ago, he added, 
dryly, “the text does not 
reveal the spot on which 
the boy was spanked, but 
in all likelihood it was the 
same that has been re- 
served throughout the ages 
for that purpose.” 

All of which would seem 
to show that—4,000 years 
ago or today—boys will be 
boys.

The easiest pocket to make is the patch pocket and 
you can work out many interesting variations of this 
style by adding your own decorative touches. 


Patch Pockets 


1. Cut a pocket pattern 
from heavy paper of the 
size and shape you wish. 
The simplest shape is a 
square, or a square with 
the lower corners rounded, 
or a square coming to a 


point at the bottom. 


2. Pin pattern to cloth 
and cut out, allowing 
l,-inch seam around the 
sides and across the bot- 
tom and 11, inches at top. 

3. Turn edges under }, 
inch all the way around, 
clipping at corners for a 
neat fold. Baste. Turn top 
under 1 inch and baste in 
place. If you want stitch- 
ing to show across top of 
pocket, stitch the hem. If 
not, hem it by hand. 

4. Press pocket. Then 
pin it in place on the gar- 
ment and baste. Stitch 
around the edge, back 
stitching at each corner so 
the pocket will not pull 
away at the top. Or stitch 
a piece of tape underneath 
garment, across top of 
pocket. 


Variations 

1. Cut a _ pointed flap 
and join to pocket with a 
¥4-inch seam across top. 
(Place flap wrong side up 
on wrong side 
of pocket.) 
Turn flap over, 
press edges un- 
der and stitch —, 
in place. Then stitch pocket 
to garment. If you make 
the flap double, it won’t 
need to be stitched down. 
Outline the flap with bias 
tape. 


2. Place a pair of the 
new large flap pockets on 
a wool dress. Outline with 
dark yarn saddle stitching. 

3. Cut out an animal 
pocket for a child’s gar- 
ment. Turn edges under, 
and hem top edge by hand. 
Stitch or embroider the 
rest of the pocket to the 
garment.
